BIG SCHEME ON FOOT 


TO MAKE STATES PAY UP 


But It Is Not Believed Any Other 


States Will Consent To Be Made 
Catspaws—Scheme Is To Give 
Bonds to States and For- 
eign Governments. 


While they feel there is no doubt that 
steps will be taken which will give 
Georgia trouble over her void and fraud- 
ulent bond issues, which have been ouf- 
jawed by the constitution and by leg- 
fslative enactment, state officials are con- 
fident that the state wll come out with 
clear skirts and without having to pay 
out a dollar, unless, perhaps, it be for 
attorneys’ fees, as the result of the liti- 
gation that promises to be instituted. 

The report from Sioux City, iowa, pub- 
lished in yesterday’s Constitution, with 
regard to a tender of $10,000 of the 
repudiated bonds of a certain southern 
state to that state, with a view to Iowa’s 
bringing suit for their collection in the 
supreme court of the United States, came 
as no Surprise to them. In fact, since 


the action of South Dakota in bringing 


suit on a similar amount of North Cnro- 


| 
lina bonds, which were uncollectable in | 


the hands of individual owners, similar 
actions of this kind have been expected, 
and they would hardly be surprised any 
day to hear that some of Georgia’s fraud- 
wlent securities had been dealt’ with ‘in 
this way. 


But the last of the North Carolina case 
has not yet been heard from. The judg- 
ment rendered against that state for 
mbout $27.000 was ordered paid by Jan- 
mary 1, 1905, and in default 6? payment 
the stock in the railroad wpon which 
these honds were issued will be ordered 
so1d -by the U nited States supreme court. 
‘In this cas@ there is a tangible proper- 
ty, upon which the court can lay its 
hands, and in this feature, as welj as in 
others, the North Carolina case differs 
widely from any that could be brought 
involving Georgia's outlawed bonds. 

There are millions of these fllegal bonds 
outstanding. Georgia alone has more 
than $13,000 000 of these _ repudiated 
bonds, all of which, according to investi- 
gations which have been made, were re- 
pudiated for gome very good reason. 
Some of them were fraudulently issued, 
the state receiving no equivalent in value 
for them. Some of them werze paid at 
the state treasury, and for some reasun 
not cancelled. Many of them were rail- 
road bonds, upon which the state placed 
its indorsement, but the laws under which 
that indorsement was given were never 
complied with, and for that reason they 
were rightfully declared invalid. 

There {is no southern state but whai 
has a large amount of similarly outlawed 
securities outstanding, and several of 
the northern states, among them Minne- 
sota and Michigan, are in a similar po- 
sition. There are perbaps close on to 
$100,000,000 principal of such bonds out- 
standing, many of them owWned in for- 
eign countries, many of them in the pos- 
session of New York capitalists. 

Will | To Collect Them. 

There is no doubt of the fact fhat a 
persistent and systematic effort is go- 
fnz to be made to realize on these out- 
Jawed obligations. The suit of South 
Dakota against North Carolina is the 
first step in this direction, and now an 
effort has been made, according to The 
Constitution's dispatches, to get the state 
of Iowa to join hands with South Dakota 
n the plot to plunder ‘her sister states. 

Ae stated in the dispatch, however, !t {is 
not believed that Iowa will lend >berself 
to these schemes. Georgia officials who 
discussed the matter yesterday expressed 
a similar opinion, and it is not believed 
that any other state in the union will 
take such steps. It is even doubtful if 
South Dakota wilf do so again, unless the 
flaw which was recently enacted in the 
atate, as the result, it is said, of the 
plans of former Senator Pettigrew, makes 
ft obligatory upon the state officials to 
press suits on such state bonds as are 
given to it. 

Even in that event Governor Terre!] 
and other Georgia officials scout the idea 
of private individua@js being permitted to 
intervene in such suits as may be brought 
on these bonds, with a view to collect- 
ing those which they hold, because im- 
mediately it appears that the interests of 
individuais are at the bottom of such liti- 
gation, it must neceSsurily fall, because 
no citizen can maintain a suit against a 
sovereign state,

GIRLS. HONOR

10 THE DEATH 


Feud Between Leading Families 
Caused by Girl-Results in 
Number of Murders 


LOVER SHOT 10 DEATH 
GIRL EADLY WOUNDED 


Girl’s Faitther, Mother and Brother 
Also Killed — Lover’s Friends 
Threaten To Lynch Girl. 
Town Declared Under 
Martial Law. 
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Special Cable. 

Milan, ‘December 13.—Your correspond- 
ent is back from the little town of Polig- 
nano, where the most extraordinary feud 
between leading families 
number Of murders, the innocent cause 
| of which, a beatiful gir] mamed Appo- 
| lonia, is lying pevween life and death, 
| while outside her residence a howling 
mob clamors wildly for her blood. 

Your correspondent was allowed to en- 
ter the town omy unier protection of the 
military, sent there from Bari, the towns- 
people having threatened to kill the first 
newspaper man Wha dared come to write 
about the affair. 

From the pastor of the town your cor- 
‘respondent received the following report: 
“I was witness of the awful street duel, 
which resulted in the death of a number 
of my parishoners. 

“The unhappy cause of it all was the 
beautiful Appclonia, the finest gir] of 
the town, daughter: of the horse owner. 
Gialliusi. Appolonia and Dr. Pelligrini 
were lovers. Pelligrini seduced the girl 
and afterwards offered to pay her a large 
amount instead of marrying her, as he 
had agreed. 

“As a consequence of the scandal, the 
board of aldermen discharged Dr. Pel- 
ligrini as town physician, and the courts 
sentenced him to one year’s imprison- 
ment. 

“That verdict was reversed on appeal 
a week ago, and at once the feud be- | 
tween the doctor anj Appolonia’s family 
assumed dangerous proportions. The doc- 
tor did not dare to go out except armed 
to the teeth and was attended on all: his 
walks by an able-bodied brother, who 
shouldered a rifie, while he himself car- 
ried a revolver in each pocket. Three 
days ago the parties met, and without a 
word engaged in battle. The first to 
fall was Appolonia’s father, who was hit 
by three buliets. Almost simultaneously 
the girl's mother and brother sank to the 
ground, mortally ‘wourded. Appolonia 
was the last to drop. The bullet still 
lodges in’ her neck, 

Doctor Also Killed. 

‘Meanwhile the doctor had been knock- 
ed down half a dozen times by the Gial- 
liusis, father, mother and son, receiving 
fearful knife wounds in their stomach 
amd breast. His brother was likewise 
severely wounded, but’ of his condition 
nothing is known for certain, as_ the 
friends who carried off the dying man 
refuse imformation. 

“The doctor died the night after the 
assault. He had all along maintained 
that he could not live, saying to the doc- 
tors, ‘Don’t trouble, I ‘am done for.’ 

“Since then the town is split in two 
parties, one-half of the citizens upholding 
Appolonta, the other the dead doctor. 
The tatter’s successor as town physician 
is tending the wounded girl, but those 
opposed to her threaten his life, and he 
is practically a prisoner in the girl's

NEGRO TO FACE 
PEONAGE CHARGE 


Robert Christopher Accuses Half 
Brother of This. Of'ens3 


One Negro Accuses Another of 
Holding Him Contrary to Law, 
and Compelling Him To 
Work Much: Against 
His Will. 


Athens, Ga., December 1|8.—(Special.)— 
Now comes Clarke county to the front 
with a case that is entirely different 
from any ever yet reported. It is the 
case of one negro who swears tnrat 
another negro is holding him in a state 
of peonage. 

Yesterday afternoon Robert Christopher, 
a negro man living near Whitehall, in 
this county, through his attorney, Col- 
onel H. C. Tuck, of this city, swore out 
a warrant before Judge Kinnebrew, 
United States commissioner, charging his 
half brother, George Christopher, with 
the offense of peonage. 

Robert alleges that George is compelling 
rim to work for him without any legal 
right to do so, and he seeks the aid cf 
ine federal court to make George et 
bim go. 

This is probably the first case of the 
kind in the history of the nation. It 
as hitherto been considered a_ racial 
question, but here is a cag in which 
race cuts no-figure, and in which two 
negroes are ‘having it out with each 
other. 

The committal trial of the accused 
negro will be held before Judge Kinne- 
brew within the next few days, and tho 
developments of the case gromise to be 
full of interest.

“The instructions to the chief engineer 
by the present commission are that he 
is to make full and thorough examina- 
tions of the canal route, the manner of 
beginning th: work anj the various plans 
which might suggest themselves and lay 
hefore the commission the result of his 
final examirations. 

First Plan To Be Considered. 

“The first rlan to be considered, the 
one estimated upon the former commis- 
sion, is the possibility and practicability 
of a high dam, or proper foundation for 
a‘high dam at Bohio, upon which de- 
perds the advisability of constructirg a 
high level canal with the surface of the 
water 90 feet above sea level. 

“The second plan under consideration 
# a summit level of 60 feet above Sea 
jevel. Constructing a cana] on th's phar 
admits of two different methods of treat- 


“First, the construction of a dam 60 
feet above sea level at Bohio, with two 
locks of 30 feet, there being two locks 
the con- 
struction of a dam 60 feet above sea 
Jevel at Gatun, 8 miles from Colon, with 
two 30-foot locks in the same vicinity. 
The adoption of a 60-foot level also will 
render it necessary to accumulate water 
encugh during the wet season to furnish 
water for the summit level of the canal. 
The conztruction of a dam at Gamoou 
in this connection would also control the 
Chargres river, except that it would be 
necessary to provide a safety spill-way 
by the construction of a tunnel some 
$ miles in length through the divide, 
Gischarging the surplus waters of the 
Chagres inte the headwaters of the Jucn 
Miaz, or the alternative plan of con- 
etructing a tunnel 4 miles long through 
the divide separating the Chargres basin 
from the headwaters of the Gatuncillo, 
a stream which enters into the Chagres 
valley at Gatun. 

‘Should the iatter course be adopted it 
would be necessary to construct an aux- 
fliary channel for the Chagres from 
Gatun to the sea, in order to divert jis 
ficod waters irto the bay eastward of 
Colon. 

“The third general plan under cunsid- 
eration would be tne construction of a 
eanal with a 20-foot or 30-foot levcl 
above the sea, with single locks at 
Miraflores and a single lock at Bohio, 
of the immediate vicinity the construc- 
tion of the reservoir dam at Gamboa 
to be required in this instance the same 
as in the 60-foot level plan. 

The Sea Level Plan. 

“The fourth plan would be the con- 
struction of a sea level canal, with a 
tidal lock at Miraflores. In this connec- 


tion it is necessary to explain that while | 


the mean sea level of the Pacific and 
the Caribbean are the same, high tide 
fin the bay of Panama rises 10 feet 
above mean sea level, and falls !10 feet 
below, whereas, the fluctuations of the 
tide of the Caribbean at Colon is less 
than 2 feet. The construction of a dam 
eat Gambox, with the necessary spiil- 
Ways, as noted in the previous plan. 
would be the same under the sea level 
plan, as under the 30 or 60-foot level. 

“The construction of the Gamboa dam 
would provide the water supply for the 
entire line of the canal, tncluding the 
cities of Panama and Colon. It would 
also provide a power plant for the gen- 
eration of electric power sufficient to fur- 
mish ample power for the operation of 
the Panama rajlroad, and for the opera- 
tion of any machinery that might be 
weed in the construction of the canal. 
Tt would require two years to construct 
this dam and roughly estimated its cost, 
including spilhways, would be vetsveen 
$15,000,000 and $16,C20.000, not including 
the power plant.””

and Atlantic. This was done during the 
war, and whether or not it was done as 
a@ war measure, the records disclose that 
payment was made by the state for these 
rails. This fact, however, appears to be 
in dispute, for the act providing for the 
State’s indorsement on the Brunswick 
and Albany bonds, recites as one of the 
reasons why it should be given the very 
fact that this irén was taken from the 
Brunswick and Albany for use on the 
state’s road. This is the only repudiated 
bond issue which could in any wise in- 
volve the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
and it is not likely that this one could 
be made to do it when all the other facts 
connected with it are taken into consid- 
eraion. These bonds were issued and put 
on the market before the road was built, 
or before that portion of it required by 
the act itself had been constructed. ‘lkrm 
was directly contrary to the terms of tne 
law, and was one of the reasons why the 
state refused to make geod its indorse- 


ment, 
Arbitration Treaties. 
It is claimed in certain quarters that 
there is a serious menace to Georgia and 
other southern states which have out- 


arbitration treaties with Great Britain, 
France ard other coun@ies which are.now 
under consideration in Washington, 

The man who gave the $10,000 of North 
Carotina bonds to South Dakota is quoted 
as having said that these bonds and oth- 
ers similarly outlawed would prove a val- 
vable asset in. the hands of a foreign 


power or one of the United States. Why? 
‘Because one state can sue another and 
‘because a foreign power has means by 
‘which it can negotiate a settlement of 
‘any claim it may hold against one of the 
United States. This, notwithstanding 
that no sovereign state can be sued by 
a citizen or an individual. 

It is “said to be contemplated to in- 
clude in these proposed arbitration trea- 


ties the method of settlement of financial 
claims of foreign powers against any 
one of the United States. One of these 
treaties, it is said, proposed that the kirg 
of Sweden should be the final arbiter in 
such matters, and that there should be 
no appeal from his decision. 

It is easy to see the possibility of men- 
ace to states having outstanding repu- 
diated bondg in such propositions as these, 
No doubt every effort will be made to 
prevent the consummation of any treaties 
which have such possibilities as this 
within their terms. 

Many seem to think the scheme of the 
holders of these outlawed bonds is to give 
a few of them to such states or foreign 
powers as will bring suit to collect them, 
and then, if it becomes apparent that 
states and foreign countries can collect 
them, an offer of compromise may be 
made under the threat that if the state 
which issued the bonds does not take up 
these bonds, they will all be presented to 
states or foreign governments as a mat- 
ter of revénge. 

Whatever the scheme is, there is un- 
doubtedly some movement on foot which 
is going to give the southern states and 
others which have such outstanding repu- 
diated bonds no little trouble before the 


matter is finally conciyded.

“Resolved, That we submit the whole 
proposition to the members of our re- 
spective unions, it being identical with 
tre one submitted tc the executive ‘coun- 
cil of the cotton manufacturers’ associa- 
tion.

Dr. J. B. frunnicutt, aged 69 years, a 
prominent citizen of Atlanta, and editor

UNION OF EMPLOYEES 


WON'T BE TOLERATED 


In Message the President Commended 
Labor Unions and Immediately 
Began Trying To Destroy 
the Association of the 
Letter Carriers.

Washington, December !8.—(Special.)— 
Federal employees here in Washington 
and throughout the country are indulg- 
ing in a good dea] of quiet criticism of 
President Roosevelt for his action in 
condemning the organization of govern- 
ment employees for the betterment of 
their conditions, while in his recent mes- 
sage he gave hearty indorsement to the 
organizatior of unions. The dismissal 
from office of President Cunningham, of 
the National Association of Rural Car- 
riers, and President Keller, of the 
National Association of Letter Carriers, 
has caused no little consternation in the 
ranks of those organizations and also in 
other organizations of government em- 
ployees. 

So far as the two organizations direct- 
ly interested are concerned the question 
has become decidedly live whether they 
can permit Mr. Keller and Mr. Cunning- 
ham te continue in the offices they hold. 
The attitude of these men toward the 
officials of the postoffice department 
seems to have been in some degree at 
least based on the conviction that wheth- 
er they hald places under the government 
or not, they can continue at the head of 
their respective organizations, Once the 
presidency of the Letter Carriers’ As- 
sociation was held by a man not active- 
ly in the service, John Parsons, a former 
carrier, and it is believed Mr. Keller 
has counted upon being able to fellow in 
the Parsons footsteps. 

Will Not Receive Outsider. 

But Parsons resigned his position as 
carrier; he was not dismissed from office 
as was Keller. It is Understood the con- 
stitution of the organization prohibits 
the holding of office by a man dismissed 
from the service, and even if it does not, 
there is no question but the interests of 
the onganization, so far as they relate to 
the pastoffice department, will be seri- 
ously jeopardized if Keller remains at its 
head. The officials of the department 
have made it plain that they will not re- 
ceive him as the representative of the 
association. The department makes it a 
rule to hear the complaint of the hum- 
blest carrier, but will not recognize an 
outsider in relation to the business of 
the carriers. 

It is expected that the executive com- 
mittee of the association will be called 
to meet in the very near future in order 
to determine the status of President Kel- 
ler.

There will be nothing unusual] in this, 
just the customary opening of the city’s 
great warm heart, so that the poorest 
and the lowliest may have their share 
in the happiness of what should be the 
happiest day of all the year. It is one 
of those old stories, commonplace per- 
haps, but perennially beautiful. 

Atlanta’s remembrance of the poor at 
Christmas time takes various shapes, 
and the actual work of ministering to 
those who know the pinch of want Is 
performed by many different hands. The 
Salvation Army, with its dinner to 1,000 
poor, does a large part. The Sunday 
schools do much more. Charitable or- 
ganization contribute their share of the 
loving labor and so on down, the agen- 
cies growing smaller and smaller until 
they become the individual, brim full of 
the joyous generosity of Christmas, who 
runs his hand down in his pocket and 
relieves a single case of distress and 
hunger. 

The Salvation Army’s dinner has be- 
come an institution. Its coming is as 
eertain ag the coming of Christmas it- 
self, and many a hungry mouth begins 
to water weks ahead of time, for those 
Salvation Army dinners are feasts good 
enough to make anybody wish he were 
poor that he might be one of the guests. 

The funds necessary for this spread 
are contributions from the public, gath- 
ered bit by bit for weeks beforehand. 
Just now the sight of a man wearing 
the “Army” uniform, or a _ bonnetted 
lassie in the attire of the same organ- 
ization, standing on a corner ringing a 
bell is common. Beside these salvation-

ists stands a tripod supporting a kettle 
contribution box, over which is the sign 
The ‘‘pot” is 
kept boiling by the dimes, quarters and 
dollars dropped into it. 

The money so collected is used to 
purchase the goodies for the Christmas 
dinner, and to this dinner are !nvited, 
without regard to sex or age, the poor 
of Atlanta to the number of 1,000. And 
the invitation is always accorded a 
hearty acceptance. It might always be 
said of the guests at these dinners: 
“They came, they saw; they ate.” 

The Sunday schools are another im- 
portant factor in making Christmas 
bright for the poor of the big city. These 
Sunday schools, made up in the main 
of little children who bring their pen- 
nies and sing their songs, and early 
learn the radiant lesson of love and 
charity, sometimes give food, sometimes 
give warm clothing, brought from home 
by the little scholars, sometimes thrill 
poor little hearts with joy by presenta- 
|tions of toys. 

These things go far toward extending 
the happiness of the day into every 
Dyway of the city and into every poverty 
shadowed home. The Salvation Army 
and the Sunday school scholars and 
teachers become at Christmas time a 
veritable Tegion of good angels, and the 
sunshine of their good work illumines 
the whole succeeding year. 

These are the main jnstruments by 
which the poor are given an opportunity 
to enjoy Christmas and the cases not 
reached by Salvation Army or Sunday 
schools never go entirely unnoticed, for 
the people of Atlanta as a whole are 
charitable, and the unnumbered and un- 
known cases of Christmas charity are 
common as robins in the springtime.

Many Grants of Water Power Privi- 
leges, Invoiving Construction 
cf Dams, Made—Adamson 
Believes That All Dams 
Should Be Uniform.

Washington, December 1!18.—(Special.)— 
Judge Adamson, of Georgia, who, as a 
member of the interstate and foreign 
commerce committee of the house, has 
made a special study of all matters bear- 
ing upon land and water transportation, 
has introduced an important bill affect- 
ing the construction of dams in all the 
navigable streams in the country. 

In very many places all over the coun- 
try grants of water power privileges have 
been given private companies or in- 
dividuals. In most of these instances, 
the construction of dams across’ the 
streams are provided ror. Judge Adam- 
son believes there should be uniformity 
of construction, under the direction of 
the engineers of the war department, 
with a view to future development of 


navigation. 

Judge Adamson’s bill provides that all 
dams and other obstructions except 
bridges thereafter placed in or across any 
of the navigable streams of the United 
States for developing or utilizing power, 
or for any Other purpose, shall, in plan 
and structure, conform to a general, 
uniform plan, to be devised, formulated. 
and promulgated by the secretary of 
war, who shall furnish circular copies 
thereof to all persons making requests 
therefor. Such plan shall provide ‘or 
dams of such form and character that, 
when completed, will be so arranged 
as to permit a portion or section thereof 
to be removed, and a lock constructed 
therein in the-most convenient and eao- 
nomical way possible, without weakenirg 
or injuring the dam, whenever the gov- 
ernment of the United States may wish 
to use the same for purposes of navi- 
gation. : 

Whenever the owners, whether natural 
or artificial persons, of shoals and ripa- 
rian lands and water rights desire to 
ecnstruct a dam in any navigable strean 
of the United States, complete plans and 
Specifications of the proposed structure, 
with a statement of the purposes there- 
of, shall, Judge Adamson’s bill speci- 
fies, be submitted to the secretary of 
war and his approval secured before 
work shall be commenced on such struc- 
ture. Before approving the pians ana 
specifications the secretary of war shall 
satisfy himself tiat. they fuliy conform 
to the plan prescrinea by him as pro- 
vided in section one of this act. To 
this end he may require changes and 
corrections in the plans and specifications 
submitted, withholding his approval until 
they are made. : 

Sites Reserved for the Governmest. 

The secretary of war is authorized at 
any time when required for purposes of 
navigation to have removed from any 
dam constructed under the provisions o2f 
this act the section provided for in the 
plans and specifications for that purpose, 
and construct therein such lock as may 
be deemed necessary for the purpose of 
navigation. This right and power are 
specially reserved to the United States, 
and in no case shall any compensation 
or damages be paid, nor shall any pecu- 
niary liability or responsibility be as- 
sumed or ireurred by the United States 
either by reason of inserting the lock or 
by reason of any damages inflicted by 
constmicting and maintaining such dam, 
from overflow, seepage, percolation, 92r 
any other cause arising in connection 
therewith. The builders and owners of 
the dam shall bear the entire respon- 
sibility and liability for all such mat- 
ters, and shall exclusively own and con- 
trol the power generated by the improve- 
ment, subject only to the right of the 
United States to construct locks and 
navigate the stream with such incidental 
rights as may be necessary thereto. 

The seoretary of war is authorized to 
lease or rent, on such terms and in 
such manner as he may prescribe, to 
persons, either natural or artificial, any 
or all of the power generated at any 
dam constructed wholly at the expens?2 
of the United States government where 
such government has by purcnase, con- 
demnation proceedings, or otherwise ex- 
tinguished the title and claims of all 
holders and claimants of lands and 
water rights and thereby become itseif 
the owner of all rights of property as 
well as the easement for the purposes 
of navigation. 

To Make Important Investigations. 

The secretary of war is authorized to 
investigate, experiment, and make re- 
searches looking to the adoption of some 
practical or economical plan of passing 
boats by, through, around or over dams 
without the great waste and loss of 
water incident to the use of locks. Tc 
this end he may employ such means at 
his command and such experts as may 
be secured. For the purposes of this 
section $100,000, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, is appropriated. The 
United States government reserves to 
itself the right aud power, without mak- 
ing any remuneration or paying any 
damages by reason thereof, to substi- 
tute for the use of locks in any dam 
constructed either by it or oth¢ persons, 
natural or artificial, such other means 
and devices of any description or char- 
acter as may hereafter be adgpted for 
passing boats.by, through, around or 
over such dams. 

It is further provided that any person 
violating any of the provisions of this 
act shail be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
avid on conviction may be punished in 
the discretion of the court by a fine not 
exceeding $10,000 for each violation, 
and the private person or agent of any 
corporation guilty of such violation may 
in addition to a fine, or as an alternative 
therefor, in the discretion of the court 
be imprisoned for not more than two 
years, 
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Daventry Is Rescued. 

Charleston, 8. C., December '8.—The 
British steagynship Daventry, Captain 
Balley, which ran agrounu about 3 miles 
off St. Helena Saturday afternoon, was 
pulled off the bank this morning’ by the 
combined efforts of five tugs, and pro- 
ceded for this port. The Daventry 
sailed from Huelva November 22, with a 
cargo of pyrites for Charleston, The 
accident is understood to have occurred 
during a fog. The Daventry is now at 
quarantine, suffered no. material 
damage from her grounding.

Council Acts Today on Increase 
in Salaries 


“his Question and the Election of 
Twe Water Commissioners Are 
Apparently the Sole Matters 
of Importance for Last 
Session of Year. 


For the last time this year the gen- 
era] council] will be called to order in 
regular session this afternoon. It will 
not be the last session of the body, be- 
cause that occurs on the afternoon of 
the first Monday of January, but it will 
be the last of the year. 

Two matters of interest are scheduled 
for the meeting of this afternoon. One 
is the increase in salaries for officials 
and clerks of the city hall and the 
other is the election of members of the 
board of water commissioners. Little 
has been said apuut the elections for the 
reason that there is no opposition and 
both the commissioners whose terms of 
office expire will be unanimously re- 
elected, 

They are Commissioners W. 8. Dun- 
can, of the thirg ward, and J. W. Kil- 
patrick, of the fourth ward. Both have 
served for several years, have made 
splendid records as water commission- 
ers, and it is the unanimous wish of 
both the water board and the general 
council that they be returned to the 
board. 

The increase of salaries wil probably 
be adopted by council. The matter will 
be brought to council in the report of 
the committee on salaries, of which Al- 
derman Harwell is chairman. Nearly 
all of the proposed increases have al- 
ready been acted upon favorably by the 
committee, and the others will be acte 
upon this afternoon by the committee 
immediately before the session of coun- 
cil.

Devcicpments indicate that the motion 
to reconsider the street paving agree- 
ment between the city and the Georgia 
Ltailway and Electric Company wil! be 
adopted during the next sessiun of the 
aldermanic board. Notice of this motion 
Was given by A’-Jerman Girardeau. 

The Street Paving Agreement. 

The agreement, it will be remembered, 
provides .hat the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company can be called upon for 
only $10,000 of repaving during any one 
year. If the entire $10,000 is not spent 
in one year the unexpended portion can 
be called for the following year, and the 
payments are accumulative up to $50,000, 
or during a period of five years. There 
are at present four of these five year 
accumulative periods. 

Merabers, of the aldermanic board are 
now inclined to the belief that there 
should be only one of these five-year pe- 
riods, and it is not improbable that the 
movion to reconsider the board’s concur- 
rence in the favorable action of council 
upon the agreement will be adopted.

even the balance will be sold at present 
prices. Practically out of debt, with 
considerable surplus accumulated during 
the last three or four years of high prices, 
the southern cotton grower is In position 
to withhold much of his cotton far higher 
prices. 

The Record then draws attention to 
a fact which, in the midst of the des- 
pondency over the cotton drop, had 
been rather overlooked—the signifi- 
cance of which largely offsets the 
tendency to despair: 

Moreover, the south has raised an ¢x- 
ceedingly large grain crop, The tofal 
vaiue of the diversified products of south- 
ern farms is about $1,000,000,000, or 
nearly twice as much as the $600,000,000 
which its cotton brings, the aggregate 
of cotton and alj other farm products in 
the south being about $!,700,000,000. Un- 
der such conditions the southern farmer, 
‘notwithstanding the temporary decline in 
cotton, heavy as it is, will continue more 


prosperous than ‘ever before. 

This billion dollar yield of the diver- 
sified southern agricultural products is, 
in itself, a matter for sincere gratula- 
tion. It demonstrates very plainly 
that the constant efforts of the south- 
ern press in the preaching of a diver 
sification doctrine, have been slowly 
and surely producing substantial re 
sults. For many years The Constita- 
tion has expressed the opinion tha‘ 
while the main money crop of the 
south would necessarily be cotton, the 
part of wisdom was to practice di- 
versification to the largest profitable 
degree. 

In other words, that it is eminently 
possible for the farmers of.the south 
to be self-supporting in the highest 
sense; that by utilizing much of their 
spare land for the cultivation of cere 
als ani investing judiciously in stock 
and cattle, as the years disappeared 
we would need to import less and less 
from the west and other portions of 
the country, in the line of foodstuffs, 
etc., so that in time this section would 
be not only independent of other sec- 
tions for its actual living material, 
but that the tide could be reversed 
and our imports of the past and pres 
ent gradually become our exports. 

It would seem from the most trust- 
/worthy symptems that this view is 
| gradually gaining ground in the minds 
of the southern farmers. Such prop 
‘aganda, one successfully launched, 
| propels itself. Those who are to bene- 
‘fit most largely by its operation see 
{ts feasibility by ocular demonstration 
and the necessity for argument and 
illustration gradually ‘becomes super- 
fiuous. 

In view of these facts and the con- 
fident manner in which bankers, man- 
ufacturers and merchants are making 
preparations for another year of pros- 
perity similar to the passing one, there 
appears to be no valid excuse for pes- 
simism On the contrary, the dom1- 
nant note throughout the daily and 
trade publications, including those de 
yoted to the barometric iron and stee! 
industries, is one of hopeful confi- 
éence. Where there is a hint of dis- 
cord, it is found to be isolated and due 
more to acute local influences than to 
general conditions of trade.

method of distributing the schoo] tax. 
That part of it which was raised among 
the whites was tobe spent on the whites. 
The negro children were to have only 
what was contributed by the negroes 
themselves. As the negroes are poorer 
than the whites, the consequence would 
have been an inferior kind of educa- 
tion. for them. It was apprehended that 
the bill might gain large support, As @ 
matter of fact, it gained practically no 
support at all. There were, perhaps, two 
vctes for it. 

If the main features of this story 
were correctly delivered by the Georgian 
in question, the state of. Georgia has 
fairly and squarely adopted a policy 
which means that it will be absolutely 
in earnest about the education of its 
whole people. 

The main features of the story al- 
luded to by The Tribune are most 
certainly correctly delivered. The bill 
apportioning the schoo] tax on a basis 
of taxes paid by the respective raccs 
was oOverwheimingly defeated. As a 
result, the children of the negrves in 


Georgia enjoy now, as,.they have in. 


the past, equal educational advan- 
tages with those of the white popula 
tion, if they are disposed to take ad- 
vantage of them.

Largest Number of Cases Ever Made 
in a Single Night—There Was 
Great Disorder — Believed

Even Worse. 


There were 18! prisoners ltocked wp at 
|the police barracks Saturday night, and 
‘this breaks any single night record in 
j}the history of Atlanta. The high water 
|mark of drunkenness and disorder was 
‘reached in the city Saturday night and 
the cause of it is beHeved to be the near 
approach of Christmas. If this is true 
then a real “het old time in the town’”’ 
may be expected next Saturday night, 
which is Christmas eve. If the city prison 
is crowded until the S. R. O. sign is hung 
out on Saturday night a week before 
Christmas, what can be leoked for, it is 
asked in police circles, on the Saturday 
night just preceding Christmas? 

It wes ceriainly Atianta’s ‘“‘black Satur- 
day nignot’’ when the records show ([8l 
cases made by the police. As may be 
rightfully surmised, there was great dis- 
order on a night when so many arrests 
were made. At one time serious trouble 
was brewing and the yolice narrowly 
averted a riot on Ivy street, near Deca- 
tur street, about 10:30 o’clock. So seri- 
cus was the outbreak tifat several ne- 
grves threw empty bvitles at the officers 
who raided them. Within one heur 
seventy-five megrces were crrested and 
locked up at the potice barracks. The 
city prison was a perfect Bedlam. Men 
were cirsing and quarreling and three 
er four fights between prisoners and 
officers occurrea.

One man fougnt the police so fiercely 
that it sook six officers to get him intoa 
cell, 

It was evident early in the night that 
“fighting liquor’ was loose in the town, 
The cases made before 8 o'clock were 
nearly all for drunk»:n fights and ths: 
officers had great difficulty getting their 
prisorers to the barracks. 

From 8 to 10 o’clock the patrol] wagons 
were kept running incessantly ani when 
the saloons closed the rush became 
greater. 

Then to cap it all there came the big 
row on Ivy, near Decatur street. It was 
started by some fifteen or twenty ne- 
groe3s engaging in a general fight. A 
squad of poli::s under Cintain Jennings 
and Acting Sergeant Walton raided the 
lighters. Some cf the negroes were nut 
inclined to submit to arrest and several 
bottles were thrown at the officers 

When the raid was-over and the pris- 
oners all safely locked up, the prison 
was crowded. Every corridor was full, 
and every cell packed. The prisoners 
were either crying, yelling, cursing or 
singing, and they kept up the noise un- 
wl 2 or 3 o’clock Sunday morning.
